LOFPON, Aug. 12.—A Gispatch from Odessa 
Says that a sensation has been caused there 
vy the punishment ofa police agent named 
Kaminski. for the cruel maltreatment of a 
Jew. Itis the firs’ time within the memory 
ofanybody in Odessa that punishment has 
veen inflicted on a police officer for maltreat- 
ment of a Jew, however severe. In this case

GRAND DUKE ALEX IN PARIS. 
DEMONSTRATIONS OF ENTHUSIASM BY THE RESI- 
DENTS OF THE FRENCH CAPITAL. 


Paris, Aug. 12.—Remarkable scenes were 
witnessed last e gat the Tuileries and 
Luxemburg gardens, where concerts were 
given. Enormous crowas were present 
and, repeated demands were raised for 
the Russian national anthem, the crowds 
Joining in the music with heads uncovered. 
The greatest enthusiasm prevailed. After- 
ward the crowds formed in procession and 
marched to the hotel where the Grand Duke 
Alexis is staying and there gave enthusiastic 
cheers for the distinguished visitor. The 
Grand Duke has notified the authorities of 
Vichy that he does not want any official re- 
ception there. M. Ribot, the French Foreign 
Minister, had an interview with the Grand 
Duke this afternoon.

APPALLING BARBARITIES BY THE PORTUGUESE 
IN SOUTHEASTERN AFRICA. 

Loywpon, Aug. 12.—The latest advices from 
Southeastern Africa tell of appalling barbari- 
ties by the Portuguese witha view of bring- 
ing the natives to subjection. At Mozam- 
bique it is no uncommon thing to witness na- 
tives going about with heavy yokes about 
their necks, under which they can scarcely 
move. After enduring this torture for days, 
some of them were beheaded and others sent 
back to carry terror to their tribes. The 
Portuguese have no hesitation in seizing the 
native women and making domestic slaves of 
them, while there is no doubt of collusion be- 
tween the Portuguese and the Arab slave 
traders. Several of the latter, when cap- 
tured by the British war vessels, have con- 
fessed their relations with the Portuguese, 
from which it would seem that suppression 
of the slave trade in East Africa is very 
doubtful while there is Portuguese territory 
for the dealers to plot their mischief in.

The Admission of Chigese Visitors—Sal- 
aries Must-Be Cut Down. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Aug. 12.—An exceed- 
ingly delicate questionsof construction has 
been presented to the Treasury Department 
by the Worild’s Columbian Commission. 
When foreign governmgets were formally 
invited by the President to partake in the 
Exposition no exception was, of course, 
made in the case of China and In anticipation 
of the acceptance of the invitation by that 
Government the commission inquires wheth- 
er those citizens of China who may come to 
this country for the purposeof visiting the 
Fair will be debarred from landing under the 
general provisions of the Chinese exclusion 
act. Itis admitted that it would be some- 
what inconsistent to deny admission to peo- 
ple who have been invited tocome. Acting 
Secretary Nettleton will probably ask the At- 
torney General’s advice before acting on the 
question. 


MUST REDUCE EXPENSES. 

Cuicaeo, Ull., Aug. 12.—A morning paper 
says: Salaries must be cut down anda num- 
ber of employes dropped if the National 
World’s Fair Commission isto avoid a big 
deficiency at the close of the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1892. The estimates already pre- 
pared show an apparent deficiency of $23,240. 
The total amount avallable for the uses of the 
commission and its officers is $59,500. At 
present the commission is spending the 
money at the rate of $2,740 perannum. The 
only solution of the troublesome question 
seems to be to reduce the working force and 
cut down the salaries of the remaining em.- 
ployes.

BUSY LIVES ENDED. 


Death of James Russell Lowell, Poet 
and Diplomat. 


GEORGE JONES, FOUNDER OF THE NEW 
YORK “TIMES,” PASSES AWAY, 

_——— . 

Mr. Lowell’s Lingering Illness and Quiet 

Life at “‘Elmwood’’—His Literary and 

Diplomatic Career—Editor Jones as the 

Companion and Friend of Horace 
Greely—Exposure of the Tweed Ring. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 12.—Hon. James Rus- 
sell Lowell died at his house in Cambridge at 
2:20 this morning. Mr. Lowell himself never 
inquired as to the nature of his malady. 
From inquiries it was ascertained that an old 


‘enemy of his, the gout, has afmiicted 
him almost constantly of late and 
that sciatica, hemorrhages and 


latterly a severe type of liver disease have in 
turn affected him. Mr. Lowell’s health has 
been impaired ever since his return to this 
country in 1885, .after concluding his diplo- 
matic services of eight years, three years at 


Madrid and five atthe Court of St. James. 
The death of his wife in the 
midst of his social and diplomatic 


success in London as the representative of 
this country, hadan untoward effect upon 
his health,which was then becoming broken. 
He returedto his home at Cambridge, the 
Elmwood so fullof history, and here, with 
brief intervals, he has spent the 
whole seventy-two years of his 
life, His wife’s loss weighed heavily upon 
his mind. Even then he was beginning to 
fail visibly ina physical way and went into 
society little, preferring to enjoy quietly the 
companionship of his books and gradu- 


ally dropping into the recluse life of 
a semil-invalid. He was forbidden to 
take the long walks which he s0 


much enjoyed and which ytelded such abund- 
ant fruit in his works, and later driving even 
was prohibited. His friends, when they 
called at Elmwood, invariably found him 
with an open volume before him, but ready 
to lay it aside and converse on every 
day topics with all the mental 
vigor he had ever possessed. Three 
Cambridge gentiemen, old and tried 
friends of his, who had with him formed a 
whist club, found that forsome time he had 
been making unusual efforts to be present at 


the game of which he was so fond, 
and learning that it was at 
the expense of his failing health, 
this, the last social enjoyment he 


engaged in, was also givenup. Ayearanda 
halfago his condition became serious and 
a fatal termination was feared, but his 
health then had the chance ofrecnvery. His 
life at Elmwood has been almost devoid of 
incident. One or two friends have 
dropped in from day to day, 
his studies have been pursued whenever pos- 
sible,and his geniality and lightness of spirit, 
even when suffering, w remarkable. A

James Russell Lowell was born at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., Feb. 22, 1819. He graduated at 
Harvard College in 1538, became a student of 
law but abandoned the law for iterature. He 
has published many volumes, the first pro- 
duction of note appearing in 1845, containing 
a series of criticisms in prose and verse, en- 
titled, ‘‘Conversations on Some of the Old 
Poets,’’ showing Mr. Lowell’s deep interest 
in the political and philosophic topics 
of that time and his attachment to those 
principles of which he has since been so de- 
voted a champion. His most remarkable 
work was, perhaps, the ‘‘Biglow Papers,’’ a 
collection of humorous poems on political 
subjects, of whichtwo series ap — =

1855 Mr. Lowell succeeded Long- 
fellow as Professor of Modern 


Languages and Belles-Lettres in Harvard 
College. He has also at different periods oc- 
cuplied the editorial chair of the Atlantic Month- 
ly, the Anti-Slavery Standard, Putnam's Monthi 
and from 1568 to 1872 was editor of the Nor 
American Review. In 1874 Mr. Lowell was 
offered, but declined, the post of Minister to 
Russia; in 1877 he was appointed Minister to 
Spain by President Hayes, and in 1880 was 
transferred to the Court of St. James. After 
his recall from the post of Minister to 
England he resumed his lectures at Cam- 
bridge,

Patrolman Hill Roughly.

THE ASSAULT OCCURS AT THE DEMO- 
CRATIC POLITICIAN’S SALOON. 


An Unsuccessful Attempt to Make It Ap- 
pear That the Officer Was Drinking— 
Fleming Secures a Fat Position in the 
Street Department-—Thefts and Other 
Police News. 


Officer Alvin T. Hill, an old and expert- 
enced policeman, was almost beaten and 
kicked to death at 1:30 0’clock this morning 
in the saloon 17066 Park avenue, owned by 
Jobn Fleming, the Democratic Central Com- 
mitteeman, and his brother. Mr. Hill, in re- 
porting the case to Capt. William Young, 
commanding the Central Police District, 
this morning stated that he was 
passing Fleming’s saloon on his beat 
about 12:30 o’clock this morning when one of 
the saloon-keeper’s dogs ran out and caught 
hold of his trousers.

One of the men who heard this remark, and 
evidently an enemy of the police officer, went 
into the saloon and told Fleming that Hill 
was going to kill his dogs. When Hill reached 
the corner again at 1:30 o’clock this morning 
Fieming vegan cursing and abusing 
him. The officer made no reply. While 
he stood listening to the abuse, a bartender 
in the employ of Fleming rushed up behind 
Hill, and throwing his arms about him, pin- 
foned them to his side. He said Hill was

walked intothe saloon. Hill followed and 
demanded an explanation for such hostile 
conduct. The only reply he received was a 
blow in the face which felled him to the-floor, 
and before he could rise several persons 
kicked him in the face, on the head and 
about the body. They quickly relieved Hill 
of his club, revolver, star and belt, and see- 
ing he was at the mercy of the four half- 
drunken men who were assaulting him Hill 
retreated, badly bruised, cut and bleeding. 
He went to the City Hospital, where 
his scalp wounds were dressed and he 
then reported to his sergeant. The Fleming 
crowd realizing thatthe affair would cause 
trouble, lost no time in going to the Four 
Courts, where they gave up the star, club, 
belt and revolver, and said they found Hill 
drunk on the streets, and, fearing someone 
would get hold of his property, they 
kindly relieved him of the articles. They 
said nothing of his cuts and wounds, nor ofa 
fight in the saloon.

Nearly $30,000 to Be Expended on Grand 
Avenue South of Arsenal Street—A 
$500,000 Building at Fourth and Lo- 
cust Assured—The Garbage Crematory. 


Grand avenue property owners south of 
Arsenal street are much pleased with a hear- 
ing they have had before the Boardof Public 


improvement of Grand avenue from Arsenal 
street south to Cherokée, a distance of half a 
mile.

“RUSSIA'S UKASE. 


Its Full Effect Will Be Seriously Felt in 
Germany. 


A DEMAND FORTHE ABOLITION OF THE 
GERMAN GRAIN DUTIES, 


Chancellar Yon Caprivi Not Disposed to 
Grant the Radicals’ Request—Germany 
Cannot Obtain Bye From Other Coun- 
tries to Replace the Russian Product— 
Americans Masters of the Situation. 


periin, Aug. 12.—The ukase forbidding the 
export from Russia of rye and rye meal of 
every kind and brand, which was published 
in the Oficial Journal at 8t. Petersburg yester- 
day, has created @N enormous sensation in 
this city, The ukase came as a complete sur- 
prise to the dealers in grain here. There is 
no doubt, however, that the Russian Govern- 
ment has forbidden the export of ¥ye and rye 
meal, as the principal merchants here haye 
received special telegrams confirming the 
frst public dispatches announcing the pro- 
nidition. The only point of difference 
in the private and public dispatches Is in re- 
gard tothe dateon which the prohibition 
will go into effect. Several of the earlier dis- 
patches of yesterday stated that the ukase 
would take effect immediately, while later 
telegrams announced that the prohibition 
would not be enforced until Aug. 77. This 
short respite afforded great relief. The in- 
fuence of this action on the part of the Rus- 
sian Government was immediately felt on 
the Bourse here, The effect was generally 
todepress prices, although values did not 
falas low as it was expected they would, as 
many of the leading brokers had received se 
cret advices as to the probable promulgation- 

of the decree. 

A COMPLETE SURPRISE. 

Although the official announcement made 
in St. Petersburg on Monday last that the 
Government intended to take measures to 
prevent speculators from sending grain from 
that country had prepared merchants for the 
imposition of some restrictions upon the ex- 
port grain trade of Russia, nothing like the 


total prohibition of a particular grain was 
anticipated. Herr Richter and the Radical 
peers have seized the occasion to advance 
their theories of political economy, and this 


morning the papers of the Radicals 
abound with articles summoning the 
German Government to remove the 


duties on grain and thereby, tosome extent, 
allow the substitution of some other grain for 
rye. One effect of the ukase has been to raise 
the price of rye almost to the price of wheat. 
The newspapers recall the numerous occa- 
sions when they appealed to the Government 
to reduce the import duties on grain in the 
face of a continental advance in prices and 
gloomy harvest prospects. They say itisnow 
almost too late to avoid the distress that will 
follow the short German crops, but urge that 
the removal of the duties on grain will help 
to mitigate the sufferings of the poor. Chan- 
cellor Von Capriviis deaf toall the appeals 
made to him to reduce the grain duties. It is 
understood that he is resolved to stick to his 
guns until the commercial treaty of Germany 
with Austria, Hungary, Switzerland and Rou- 
mania are adjusted and that he will not en. 
tertain any propositions looking to the aboll- 
tion of the grain duties. 

The full effects of the Russian measure wiil 
not be felt for several days. The rye im- 
ported by Germany from Russia cannot be 
replaced by the rye of another country. A 
further and rapid increase in the prices of 
breadstuffs must be expected. This will 
greatly strengthen the agitation conducted 
by the leaders of the Freissinnige party and 
promises to augment the opposition to the 
(overnment. Russian finances will also suf- 
fer from the prohibition. They are already

Movement—Does It Mean an Alliance 
Against Russia’—The Kolaghwel. 


Sam FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 12.—Dr. 0. N. 
Gravatt of the United States Naval Hospital 
at Yokohama arrived here yesterday on the 
Oceanic. He states that just before the 
steamer left the Chinese waters the United 
States ship Palos, obedient to orders, pro- 
ceeded up the Yang-tse- Kiang River to Wuhu. 
The United States steamship Alert remained 
at Shanghai. The correspondent of the Amoy 
Times says the promptness of the American 
Admiral, George E. Belknap, in the late 
emergency, was the subject of much favora- 
ble comment on the part of the white resi- 
dents of Shanghai. The Admiral received a 


cable dispatch in Japan and 
cabled two men -of-war of his 
squadron to proceed immediately 


to the scene ofaction. The vessels were on 
their way over twelve hours before the news 
of the Wubu massacre reached Shanghai. It 
was stated July 1 that Admiral Belknap cabled 
to Washington for five more men of war and 
had been assured by return message that ad- 
ditional forces would be dispatched to the 
Asiatic waters. 

Advices by the steamer Oceanic, which ar- 
rived last evening from Hong Kongand Yo- 
kohama, areupto July 15. The field of dis- 
content is still smouldering in North China 
and occasional riots are reported. The mis- 


sion stations near Canton are 
said to have been attacked, but 
none of the details have been 


received. Two ofthe Wusuch rioters on trial 
confessed that they murdered two foreigners 
during the Wusuch riots. The self-confessed 
murderers were executed on July 5 in the 
Kuangchi District. Their heads were subse- 
quently puton exhibition at Wusuch as a 
warning to other evil doers. The advices state 
that the membé@rs of the secret organization, 
the all powerful Kolaghwei, have thrown 
Ahemselves heart and soul into a movement 
which seems to be directed toward the over- 
throw of the present dynasty. This society 
has found a most favorable field of action in 
the Yang-tse Kiang country, because the dis- 
tress and misery there are terrible.

The 
surviving wretches, instigated by hunger 
and want of every kind, are burning, robbing 
and murdering on every side, so they 
naturally become the unconscious agents of 
the leaders of the revolution. 

Under the date of June 29,a Tientsen cor- 
respondent writes that everything is qulet 
there and notroubleis anticipated. 


The tone of the news from China indicates 
that the present movement isa revolt against 
the dynasty, which may result in its over- 
throw. Discussing this phase of the riots 
John Russell Young, in a recent lettertoa 
New York per, professes to discern the 
real cause of the troubles. He sees in the 
movementthe hand of England seeking an 
alliance with China against Russia, which 
can only be effected by a change 
ofd sty. Hedoes not believe, however, 
that the great Li Hung Chung Is interested in 
bringing about such a partnership. In 
enumerating the advantages of such an 
agreementto England Mr. Youn + says that 
an alliance between them wouSd eventually 
lead to a reconsideration of the 
relations between the two coun- 
ries, the denouncing of the present 
treaties and their revision or sur render, ora 
modification of the opium monopoly, the 
latest, as it is the greatest, crime since slav- 
ery which the commercial philanthropy of 
England has infiicted upon the human race. 
It would involve a Gesedies against 
Russia, and the conditions of such a defense. 
The only way in which it would 
be feasibie is the internal development of the 
empire. These would be among the benefits 
so far as China was concerned. England 
would have the inestimable advantage of an 
alliance which could give her as many mill- 
lions ofarmed men as ever marched under a 
warrior’s flag.

HAND TO HAND WITH KNIVES. 


An Indian Dispute Settled by the Death 
of Both Parties to It, 


From the San Francisco Examiner. 


William Weston, a ranchman ones twenty 
miles north of Tishomingo, I. T., brings 
story of a most horrible duel which was 
fought with knives by two Indians near his 
ranch. There had been bad blood between 
the two for some time, which had started 
over a horse race. 

The Indians were named Sewap! and Nune- 
chi. They had been restrained from fighting 
several times by their friends, but on mone 
at another horse race last week the quarre 
was renewed, and it was finally ge ed 
that they should endthe matter + Me uel 
with knives... A large crowd of Indians and 
half-breeds were present, and a ring was 
formed. Each man had his second, who was 
armed with a Winchester rifle, ready to shoot 
a anyone who might be tempt to inter- 
ere 

The contestants were stripped to the waist, 
and each was armed with two sharp Knives, 
the blades being about eight inches long. 
When the men entered the ring it was with 
the understanding that it wasa duel tothe 
death. Both were magnificent —— of 
manhood, ad they were equally adept in the 
use of the knife. 

Amid breathless silence the combatants 
slowly approached the center of the ring. 
There they stood fora minute gazing at each 
other, while the silence was most painful. 
Not a sound could be heard except the occa- 
sional stamp of a horse on the outskirts of 
the crowd. The spectators sat around per- 
oy motionless while the duelists began 

y 


slowly to walk around each other watching 
| for achance tocatch one another off guard. 
It was probably two minutes before a change 
came, and then it was with the rapidity of a 
lightning stroke. 

Sewapi suddenly made aleap through the 
air toward his enemy, and for an instant the 
air appease to be full of Indians and knives, 
which latter flashed in the sunshine like 
streaks of light. As quickly as they came to- 
ae did they separate, and notwithstand- 

ng the rapid play of the weapons it was seen 
that neither had received a scratch. Still 
during the whole exciting scene not a soun 
could be heard except the clashing steel as it 
cametogether. Slowly the circling begar 
again, and the glittering eyes alone showed 
that the walk meant death. Soon the same 
leap was repeated, this time by Nunechi, 
who seemed to fly through the air.

FORLIFE AND HONOR 


A Woman’s Desperate Struggle With 
an Armed and Burly Brute. 


MRS. NEIMEYER LOSES HER MONEY BUT 
FSCAPES A TERRIBLE FATE. 


z Fight That Lasted Nearly Two Hours 
on a Lonesome Road in the Vicinity 
of Great Neck, L. I.—John Amelman’s 
Desperation and Brutality-A Posse 
After the Fiend. 


New York, Aug. 12.—There was a man hunt 
through the woods in the vicinity of Great 
Neck, L. I., Monday, Monday night, yester- 
day and lastevening. It was led by Consta- 
bles Frederick Neimeyer, Roe, Hicks and 
Pilcher. They were accompanied by a party 
of citizens allarmed and determined. John 
Amelman was the man they were hunting. 
Had he been discovered he would probably 
now be swinging from the limbof a tree, 
riddled with bullets. Amelman is a full 
blooded negro, 530 years old, powerful and 
dangerous. He is married to ¢ white woman, 
and the couple live in a tumble-down hovel 
near Little Neck. Amelman earns his living by 
doing extra jobs about farms in the vicinity. 
He was born in Great Neck, and barring 
seven years which he spent in Sing Sing for 
assaulting a girl, has lived there all his life. 
Constable Neimeyer, wholed the hunt yes- 
terday, iveson a small farm on the out- 
skirts of Great Neck. Monday morning his 
wife started to visit her mother, Mrs. Shan- 
nahan, in Bayside, a distance of two miles. 
There is a bypath from Great Neck to Bay- 
side, which is much shorter than the open 
highway. This path winds through woods 
and fields. It is a lonesome road and usually 
avoided by women. Mrs. Neimeyer is brave. 
As she followed the winding path through 
the cornfield, the barrow path broadened 
into a lane, lined with heavy woods on either 
side. When about the center of this lane 
Amelman suddenly sprang out from benind 
aclumpof bushes, and brandishing a big 
Knife, said: 

**I want you.’’ 

As the words left his lips he made a rush at 
her, the Knife trembling in his up-raised 
handand Mrs. Neimeyer’s courage forsook 
her and she sank to the ground. The negro’s 
voice aroused her. 

*‘Come with me,’’ he said. 

ATTEMPTED MURDER. 

Then Mrs. Neimeyer’s courage returned. 
The négro clutched her dress at the shoulder 
to raise her, but {she sprang from the ground 
and thrust him aside. This incensed the 
negro. 

‘I'll kill you,’’ he shrieked, and madea 
dash at Mrs. Neimeyer with his long knife. 
She averted the knife, but the negro caught 
and carried her back in the woods. A snort 
distance away from the lane he threw his 
burden down. 

‘‘Now,”’ he panted, ‘‘be quiet or I'll kill 
you. 

A fight that lasted almost an hour began at 
once. Againand again the negro raised his 
Knife to Carry out his threat, but each time 
was frustrated by Mrs. Neimeyer or he con- 
cluded to defer murder. During all this 
time Mrs. Neimeyer never screamed. She 
said afterward that she knew the chances of 
her being heard, were small and she needed 
all her strength to fight the negro. Fre- 
quently both gave up the struggle for a time 
from exhaustion, and it was during one of 
these intervals that Mrs. Neimeyer offered 
him money if he would allow her to go. 
Her clothing was torn in tatters. She gath- 
ered them up and with the negro started 
back tothe lane. Here Mrs. Neimeyer took 
out a purse she had in her dress pocket and 
threw a$? Dillin the lane back of her and 
then started to run, The negro instantly 
barred her way. 

‘“*I'li kil) you, anyhow,’’ he said, brandish. 
ing hisknife. He again grasped Mrs. Nei- 
meyerandthe struggle was renewed. He 
dragged her back into the woods a second 
timie and for halfan hour they had the fight 
over. Mrs..Neimeyer felt herstrength giving 
way, but the struggle had told on the power- 
fulnegroas well. His fightine was not so 
desperate as at first and fear began to take 
the place of passion. 

**You will tell, you will tell,’’ he kept re- 
peating between his labored breathing. 

**I] will Kill you; then you can’t teill.’’

Mrs. Neimeyer entreated him not to kill 
ber. She said she would nevertellof the 
occurrence. The negro was undecided what 
todoand, as shefound the negro relaxing, 
Mrs. Neimeyer became more vehement in her 
entreaties, offering to give him a large 
sum of money if he would . release her. 
The negro listened to the proposition and led 
her back tothe lane. She then opened her 
pocketbook again and threw several bills on 
the ground.

He hesitated about picking up the 
money and Mrs. Neimeyer asked him if he 
wanted the pocket-book too.

HOW TO MAKE RAIN. 


Gen. Dyrenforth Solves the Problem in 
the Staked Plains. 


—_—-_— 


THE SCIENTIFIC EXPERIMENT A PRO- 
NOUNCED SUCCESS. 


+ 


A Heavy Fall of Rain Follows the Initial 
Test—Further Efforts to Be Made Soon— 
Methods Employed by the Scientists— 
Novel Appliances—Power’s Theory and 
His Proofs. 


MIDLAND, Tex., Aug. 12.—Thousands of 
people will witness the next test of the rain- 
making experiment in the Staked Plains, 
which is to take placeon Friday next. The 
success following the initial trial, as tele- 
graphed the Post-DisPpaTon yesterday, 
was highly gratifying to the gentie- 
men engaged in the work. It was 
merely preliminary, however, and the full 
force of the appliances at hand was not 
brought into requisition. The material 
brought here from Washington Is sufficient to 
prolong the experiment until the practica- 
bility of making rain by means of explosions 
ata great altitude is demonstrated beyond a 
doubt. 

When the first experiment was made the 
sky was almost cloudless, there was seem- 
ingly no moisture in the air and the day was 
warmand sultry. The’ test was made on 
Sunday evening and on Monday about noon a

marked change was noticed in the condition 
ofthe atmosphere. Clouds began to gather 
overthe immediate vicihity of the ranch 
where the bombardment had occurred, there 
was a noticeable increase of humidity, and 
beforel p. m. rain began to fall copiously. 
Showers also fell at other points, and the 
rainfall may be said to have been 
general over a large area of the plains. 
In speaking of the experiments Gen. Dyren- 
forth said: ‘‘The expedition had two prob- 
lems before it for solution—first, whether 
rain can be produced, and, second, whether 
it can be practicably produced by atmos- 
pheric concussion. Incidentally, in the 
interests of the science of meteorology, 
miscellaneous observations will be made 
of the physical effects of the explosions 
upon the atmosphere at different alti- 
tudes. The report of the expedition will be 
interesting to the student of physical science. 
If the experiments shall demonstrate that a 
rainfall sufficiently copious to be substan- 
tially beneficial can be produced ata cost 
which will not offset the advantages, the 
scheme will be pronounced a success unless 
unforeseen injurious consequences of a seri- 
ous nature ensue from the explosion. The 
experiments will be continued until the facts 
have been conclusively demonstrated.’’ 

Many telegrams have passed between Gen. 
Dyrenforth and the Agricultural Department 
since the arrival of the expedition. Assist- 
ant Secretary Willets was yesterday notified 
by wire of the results achieved, and it is un- 
derstood that Gen. Dyrenforth is in receipt 
of avery complimentary dispatch from the 
Department. 


HOW IT IS DONE, 


THE WAY THE EXPERIMENTS ARE CONDUCTED— 
ORIGIN OF THE IDEA. 


The manner of conducting the experiment 
of rain-making by artificial. means is ex- 
tremely novel, though based upon the pop- 
ular theory. 

The scientific gentlemen now operating in 
the arid region of Texas have with them 
three score balloons, each 10 feet in dlameter 
when expanded; about a hundred kites 6 feet 
tall, a carload of wooden mortars to fire 
bombs from, and many thousands of pounds 
of dynamite, gunpowder, nitro-gelatine and 
other powerful agents for agitating the at. 
mosphere. . 

Each balloon holds 525 cubic feet of gas—a 
third oxygen and two-thirds hydrogen. The 
oxygen is put in first and then the hydrogen. 
Each balloon, upon being inflated, ascends 
under control of a double wire, which serves 
instead of rope to hold it by. 
When it reac the desired height the 
button of an electric instrument on the ground 
is touched, a spark ignites the fusee in the 
balloon and the oxygen and hydrogen 
suddenly combine withaterrific explosion. 
The contents of such an aerial monster when 
ignited produces a tremencous detonation, 
the cloth or paper vessel itself appearing for 
an instant and by daylight likea ball of fire. 
Few things can be imagined more curious 
than this phenomenon, which signifies that 
the two gases, at the touch of fire, have 
united in the shape of a drop or two of water 
which harmless fluid consists of two parts o 
hydrogen and one of oxygen. The kites also 

ay an important part in the work of 
making the cloudless heavens weep. Each 
kite is held by a double wire. Their tails 
carry dynamite and other explosives, which 
are set off in the same way by electric spark. 

While the Kites and balloons are disturbing 
the elements high in air, the mortars add to 
vibration by successive explosions. 

ORIGIN OF THE EXPERIMENTS. 

It is claimed that the originator of the idea 
upon which these experiments are based is 
Mr. Edward Powers, an Llinois engineer. 
Powers published a pamphlet; showing that 
many of the t battles of the world had 


been followed by rain, and arguing that it,

VICKSBURG AXD PITTSBURG LANDING. 

The fights before Vicksburg in which Farra- 
gut’s fleet was engaged in June and July 
were all closely followed by heavy rains. The 
fight between the mortar vessels and the bat- 
teries was followed the next morning 
terrific thunderstorm, lasting about two 
hours. The amount and intensity of the 
lightning and the violence of the rain in this 
storm were extraordinary. The battle of 
Pittsburg Landing was fought on the 6th and 
ith of April, 1862. The morning of the 6th 
was clear and beautiful with no indications 
of a storm, but the day’s terrific battle was 
followed by a night of a tee rain. The 
next day’s battle was followed in the night 
by a fearful storm of rain, hail and sleet. 

McClellan’s campal on the peninsula 
from the investment of Yorktown tothe Dat- 
tle of Malvern Hill was a succession of battles 
and rains. The battle of Bristow Station, a 
small fight, was followed by a little rain; 
the second battle of Bull Run, the battle of 
Chantilly and the great battle of Antietam 
were followed by Tains, there being a pro- 
portion noticed between the violence of the 
cannonading and the amount of rainfall. 

CHANCELLORSVILLE AND GETTYSBURG. 

The battle ofChancellorsville was fought 
May 2,3 and 4, 1863. On the third day there 
came a fearful thunderstorm and fora time 
the soldiers fighting in the woods were un- 
able to distinguish theartillery of heaven 
from that of earth. On the afternoon of May 
5 the storm was so Violent as to cause a great 
flood of the Rappahannock and some of the 
pontoons were swept away. Gettysburg 
was fought = 1,2 and 3,.1863. A great rain 
began on the night of the 3d about six hours 
after the firing had ceased. Through the 4th 
and 5th {t rained furiously. This storm ex- 
tended some distance tothe south and the 
retyéat of the Southern army was stopped by 
floods in the Potomac. 

OTHER BATTLES. 

Chicamauga, Lookout Mountain, the 
Wilderness and Cold Harbor are in the list 
and were all followed by fog and rain. Mr.

In European wars the same sequence is 
seen. The battle of Dresden was followed by 
torrents of rain and a tempest of hall.

During the Franco-Prussian war the occur- 
rence of storms of rain after battles was 
specially noticeable, particularly in August 
and September, and the official account con- 
tain many allusions tothe subject.

The twentieth annual encampment, in 
charge of the Marvin CamMp-meeting Associ- 
ation, will convene for a ten-days’ session 
to-morrow evening. The management have 
been more successful in securing accomoda- 
tions and transportation facilities than ever 
before. All indications point to a 
large and successful meeting. The 
custom of holding an annual 
meeting at Camp Marvin dates back to the 
year 19868, when Dr. Thomas M. Finney, then 
editor of the St. Louls Christian Advocate, be- 
gan agitating the Subject of holding a camp 
meeting within the bounds of the St. Louis 
District of the M. E. Church South. The 
frst regular meeting was held in 1870 at 
which more than two hundred conversions 
occurred. Success once assured and the 
benefits that would result to the church 
therefrom being realized, it was decided to 
make the encampment a permanent institu- 
tion. 

THE ASSOCIATION INCORPORATED. 

Accordingly in 1871 the Marvin Camp-Meet- 
ing Association was organized and incorpor.- 
ated under the laws of Missouri. The first 
Board of Directors consisted of Messrs. R. M. 
Scruggs, Samuel Oupples, J. L. Ferguson, W. 
H. Chick, J. G. Boogher, James 
Bissell, Dr. Henderson, J. L. Boogher and 
Wilts Hoard, The Association purchased 
fifty acres of ground on the north side of the 
St. Charles Rock road, about twelve miles 
from St. Louls. A‘consideration of $10,000 
was given Mr. Levin H. Baker, the owner. 
Nearly as much again has been spent in the 
im provement of the premises. 

Prior to the division of the St. Louis dis- 
trict by Bishop W.W. Duncan in 1989 the 
Management of the meetings devolved upon 
the presiding elder of the St. Louis district. 
Since then {t has been under the management 
of Rev. Dr. Thos. M. Finney of the West St. 
Louis district and Rev. Dr. W. R. Mays of the 
South St. Louis district.

BASE BALL DEALS. 


Milwaukee to Take Louisville's Place in 
the Association. 


THE LEAGUE AND ASSOCIATION WILL 
EFFECT A COMPROMISE. 


The Western Association Will Certainly 
Go Under—St. Louis Strengthening Its 
Team—Saratoga’s Track to Be Sold to 
the Guttenburg People—St. Louis Fi- 
nally Wins a Game. 


To-day developed that a series of base ball 
deals are now in progress which bid fair to 
practically revolutionize the existing condl- 
tion of affairs throughout the entire country. 
A representative of the Milwaukee Western 
Association team arrived at Louisville this 
morning to confer with the management of 
the Falls City club relative to the sale 
of the Association franchise held in that 
city. President Von der Ahe left for Louis- 
Ville last nightand will interest himself on 
behalf of the Association Board in the deal. 

There is little doubt in base ball circles but 
that‘the sale of the Louisville franchise will 
be consummated. The Falis Clty 
team has been playing ball 
throughout the entire season, while 
a correspondingly poor showing has been 
made in the finances of the organ- 
ization. Such has been the known 
condition of affairs that the players 
long. ago lost heart, and have been 
putting up a listless gameevery time they ap- 
peared on the diamond. The moneyed men 
at the back of the enterprise are naturally 
disgusted with their elephant, and 
would have unloaded weeks ago 
had there been any market for the sale of 
their franchise. Itis probable that before 
the day is over Milwaukee will have pur- 
chased the Louisville franchise. 

With Milwaukee in the Association, how- 
ever, the death knell of the 
Western Association will have been 
sounded and the utter collapse of 
the entire organization is almosta foregone 
conclusion. The Milwaukee Club is the only 
one which is on substantial footing, 
and its withdrawal would force the 
other teams to disband or create 
sucha panic among the players that proft- 

ble playing would be an utter impossibility . 

he Minneapolis club collapsed several days 
ago and only yesterday was propped 
up and reorganized. Its support, 
however, is decidedly weak, and the with- 
drawal of four of its star players will be the 
last straw. Both Duluth and Omaha, too, 
are on their iast legs, and would be 
sent tobogganing in a hurry if de- 
prived of their Milwaukee support. 
This condition is deplorable, but it exists, 
and that, too, under the patronage of the 
national agreement. Hardly a club in the 
Western Association would refuse to 
sell its best players in order 
to raise the funds necessary 
to keep alive the organization for the rest of 
the season. Secretary George Munson went 
last night to Minneapolis and entered into 
negotiations with several of the 
players. He has signed Dell Darling, 
catcher; Rettger, a pitcher; McQuaid,a first- 
class, all-around player,and Ward, a crack 
second baseman. Darling was last year with 
the Chicago Brotherhood Club and has 
been doing excellent work this sea- 
s0n. Rettger is comparatively un- 
known, but was recommended by Dar- 
ling and was signed at the  ilatter’s 
suggestion in preference to the Minneapolis 
club’s star twirler, Duke, who could easily 
have been secured. Ward is a second baseman 
of more than  »passing promise, and 

McQuaid can be relied upon to 
take any position on the diamond in an emer- 
gency. Darling, Rettger and McQuaid 
will be seen in St. Louis to-morrow 
in the farewell game with the Wash- 
ingtons, the party in charge of 
Secretary Munson having left Minneapolis 
to-day. McQuaid will play at second base 
in the absence of Ward, who will 
not report until early next week. 
Mr. Von der Ahe is also 
negotiating with another first-class pitcher 
and another player who may be signed at 
any moment. In the event of the sale of 
the Louisville franchise to Milwaukee, 
the St. Louls club will probably secure three 
or four of theclub’s best players. Mr. Von 
der Ahe is determined to win the pennant 
yet, ifsucha thing is possible. Every effort 
will be made to strengthen the Browns. 

The disruption ofthe Western Association 
means much more than the abandon- 
ment for the season of profes- 
sional base ball in the . Northwest. 
The Association has been out of the national 
agreement the entire season, and the collapse 
of the Western Association would leave 
the National League the only major 
organization inthe agreement. It is almost 
a certaintainty that the League and Associa.- 
tion wil) settie their differences in a short 
time. Yesterday Mr.. John T. Brush of In- 
dianapolis, Presicent of the Cincinnatti 
League team, was in St. Louls, 
and had along talk with President Yon Der 
Ahe before the departing of the latter for 
Louisville. What passed between the 
two magnates is of course not yet 
Gefinitely Known. It is beyond question, 
however, that Mr. Brush made 
overtures toward a” bettlement of the 
cifficulties at present existing between 
the two great organizations and, 
it is claimed, made concessions which 
secured the indorsement of the St. Loults 
President tothe scheme of settlement. Mr. 
Brush has now gone East to secure a ratifica- 
tion of the deal at the hands of the 
other League team managements, and 
for the first time since the organization of the 
Brotherhood, and the subsequent signing by 
the League of Association players under con- 
tract, itis probable that next season will see 
peace reigning on the diamond and the suc. 
cess Of the national game unimpaired by in- 
ternal disruptions and petit piques. 

DENIED AT MINNEAPOLIS. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 12.—The state- 
ment that St. Louis has signed 
Darling, Ward, Rettger and Me- 
Quaid is denied here. Ward went 
to Duluth with Manager Morton and the team 
last night. The othertwo were with Secre- 
tary Munson of St. Louis late into the night, 
but were finally persuaded to refuse his 
offers. They all left for Duluth this morning.

The Dress Reform Crusade Lead by 
Mrs. Frank Parker. 


CHAUTAUQUA LADIES MAKE SWEEPING 
CHANGES IN THEIR WARDROBES. 


| The Crusade to Be Narrowed Down to 


Two Articles, the Tights and the Dress 
—Prominence and Potency of the New 
Movement—Chats With Ladies Inter- 
ested in the Reform-—Grace Dodge. 


CHAUTAUQUA, N. Y., Aug. 13.—‘*The dress 
reform crusade will be ultimately narrowed 
to two articles instead of four,’’ said a 
woman here yesterday whois one of the re- 
formers. ‘‘These two will be the tights and 
the dress. The days of the fourteen articles 
of woman’s apparel, just like the thirty-nine 
articles in the religious creeds, are num- 
bered; and we are on the threshold of a re- 
vival of classic simplicity in matters of cloth- 
ing. It will be the dress for the woman, not 
the woman for the dress.’” 

This little speech but mildly refiects the 
prominence and potency of the new move- 
ment. Conspicuous reformers arrive at 
Chautauqua nearly every day, and even Dr. 
J. M. Buckley, the little wide-awake editor of 
the Methodist Christian Advocate, is priming,him- 
self for a double leaded editorial favoring the 
reform. Helen Potter, the well-known im- 
personator, came up from New York to get 
the latest news on the subject, and Mrs. 
Frank Parker, the leader, is simply deluged 
with inguliries. Previous movements toward 
better dress have failed, the reformers say, 
because they were not comprehensive 
enough. Thefirst movement aimed only at 
one comfort and utility; the second was 
guided by those interested in improving the 
health of women, both ignoring or falling to 
provide for the element of Deauty. The 
present ‘‘Parker crusade’’ includes all 
these and comprehends even a_ study 
of the principles of Delsarte. It 
means something more than the mere put- 
ting off of corsets. It means nothing less 
than thatthe beauty of the line from the 
arm-pitto the ankle must be appreciated 
and insisted upon, and that perfect physical 
proprotion is obscured if not accompanied 
by grace of motion. . The beauty ofthe lines 
of the female form must be se en. 

CHANGES IN THIER WARDROBES. 

To show how the leaven of the new move- 
ment is working at Chautauqua itis only nec - 
essary to say, and thisis onthe authority of 
the dress reformers themselves, that the 
young women here are making sweeping 
changes in their wardrobe and that the old 
style under- garments may be had for a song. 
The young element are quite enthusiastic 
over the reform, for the spirit of atheletic 
sports is fairly rampant here and the 
girls compete splendidly with the boys in 
rowing. racing, riding, fencing, club-swing- 
ing, swimming, bicycling, tennis, shooting, 
bathing, in fact, in every out door sport. 
The new style of dress frees the young wom.- 
an from many conventional customs and 
gives them greater play of the muscles. 
Hence itis thatthe reformers are counting 
converts by the hundreds at Chautauqua. 
The Southern girls here are the most enthu- 
silastic on the subject. Whether or not it is 
because the hot weather in their section has 
taught them to welcome any movement that 
discards superfivous stays and skirts,
